A grant of three hundred dol- 
lars has been awarded to the St. 
Joseph’s librtiry by the Associa- 
tion of College and Research Li- 
braries, a division of the Ameri- 
can Library Association. 

The grant was one of 70 select- 
ed from among 294 applications. 
The grants program this year was 
made possible by Kennecott Cop- 
per Corporation, McGraw -Hill 
Publishing company. National Bis- 
cuit company, Olin Mathieson 
Chemical corporation, Pitney- 
Bowes, Inc., Time, Inc., the United 
States Steel Foundation, Inc., and 
the H. W. Wilson Foundation, Inc. 

The ACRL grants program was 
initiated in 1955 with a grant of 
$3.0,000 from the U.S. St^l Foun- 
dation. The program, directed to 
the general needs of all colleges 
and universities, is designed for 
improving the quality of library 
service to higher education. 

Father Charles Banet, head of 
the college’s library, said, “The 
grant will be used to purchase 
foreign language arts books, which 
will implement the college’s new 
art program under the direction 
of Father David Van Horn. 


The Diamond Jubilee Develop-, 
ment Program, the long-range 
plan for a better St. Joseph’s Col- 
lege, is now just a year old. In 
that year, the program, the 
brainchild of the college admini- 
stration, the lay board of trustees, 
alumni groups and interested out- 
side parties, has netted more than 


$265,000. And, thus far, all do- 
nations received have been from 
individuals, rather than from cor- 
porations or foundations. 

To date 186 persons have 
donated or pledged $1000 ot 
more to become Fellows of 
the college. Some of the 
.^pledges have been for as much 


as five and ten thousand 
dollars.

Several weeks ago I gave a speech on 
the topic of “Catholic College Education” 
in the Father Rapp .Speech .Contest. Un- 
fortunately several misconceptions develop- 
ed. In the first place my speech was not 
an “attack,” but positive criticism. More 
importantly, I never 'meant to convey the 
impression that I was speaking specifically 
of St. Joseph’s College, the opinions of a 
certain speech teacher to the contrary. 
St. Joseph would be in a sorry state if it 
embodied all the faults I tried to illustrate. 
It is not I, but the person who thought I 
referred only to St. Joseph’s who is guilty 
of excessive condemnation! 

Catholic college education is in- 
ferior to that offered in many non- 
Catholic institutions, both public 'and 
private. The verity of this statement 
can easily be proved by a glance at 
past accomplishments and present 
effort. Frank O’Malley, who edits 
Notre Dame’s “Reviews of Politics,” 
has said that our rive best Catholic 
institutions cannot measure up to the 
best nqn-Catholic institutions “in the 
AREA.” 

Granted that Catholic education is on the 
whole inferior, what has brought this state 
into being ? Basically I think the fault 
lies in three areas: overexpansion without 
the necessary material assets, an over- 
emphasis on academic “spoon-feeding,” and 
^misplaced paternalism on the part of the 
clergy. Space does not permit more than 
a brief expansion of each point. 

Catholic colleges do not receive the 
funds, either from private foundations or 
the state or f^eral governments, that 
many non-Catholic institutions do. If we 
can’t compete financially, does this mean 
we must close our colleges? Of course not, 
but is it any more realistic to continue our 
frantic efforts at expansion? We may be 
-unable to -coanpete- (“compete” is. a-'bmi 
choice) quantitatively, but how about 
qualitatively? By limiting enrollments and 
not using our resources on new facilities 
needed to accommodate more students, we 
could better use these resources to aug- 
ment present facilities. 

Most Catholics, go to non-Catholic in- 
stitutions already and Newman Club sta- 
tistics prove they are not losing their 
faith— in fact, very often, these students 
are responsible for many conversions. More 
can attend these institutions with profit

Men accepted for either program will 
attend a leadership training course at 
Quantico, Virginia for a period of ten 
weeks after graduation from college. 
Having successfully, completed the course 
he will be commissioned a second lieuten- 
ant and in the case of OCC will be assign-^ 
ed to I Officer’s Basic School at Quantico 
or in the case of AOCC he will be trans- 
ferred to Pensacola, Fla. for flight train- 
ing.

in the future; John Saint Stevas, a noted 
British Catholic layman, notes . that Eng- 
land has no -Catholic_,college54.jRa su.ch^_ye.t- 
has produced a brilliant leadership for the 
laity. He also believes that priests should 
be kept out. of education. I think we can 
agree, at least, that England does have 
some brilliant laymen! Finally, co-opera- _ 
tion among colleges might be expanded 
beyond the athletic field such as Hope 
College and Valparaiso University have 
done. 

Secondly, Catholic schools must develop 
a more critical attitude in the classroom, 
be less chauvinistic and dogmatic, and 
place more emphasis on primary sources, 
especially in religion and philosophy. By 
receiving what is little more than indoctri- 
nation, by taking truth as propositional 
correctness, students will not have the 
elasticity to meet life situaf^ons. Let’s hope 
these students have a good store of faith 
and a little irrationality! 

Finally, and most important. Catho- 
lic schools must rid themselves of the 
stifling paternalism exhibited by short- 
sighted authorities. Until such things 
as bed checks, newspaper control and 
censorship, faculty moderators over 
student organizations, uninvited 
searches of rooms, and the like are 
done away with, there can be no “com- 
' munities of scholars,” but only the 
knowing leaders and the untrustwor- 
thy students. In a very fine article 
in the December 1957 edition of the 
“Catholic World,” Daniel and Sidney 
Callahan contend that there can never 


be a “CaHiolic Harvard’’ as long as 
Catholic schools continue to stifle 


Catholic schools continue to stifle 
initiative. 

Let’s face it, the Church is not dealing 
with Spaniards, and the sooner it fully 
realizes this, the better it will be fof all 
concerned-. If Catholic college authorities 
begin to treat their students like adults, 
if instructors stop taking them for high 
school seniors, then the students will re- 
spond by developing initiative and matur- 
ity. As Father Cavanaugh pointed out," 
God’s respect for our freedom is so great 
“that His own mastery gives way be- 
fore it.” 

Above, I have very briefly stated the 
problems and some solutions which must 
be faced. How does any of this apply to 
St. Joseph? It would be interesting to see. 
what some faculty members think, but I 
wonder where they would print their 
opinions if they wanted to comment. ~ ,

In statistics released after the 
Cardinal game, the quick Ohio guard was aver- 
aging 22.2 points a game. His closest competitors 
were Ron Zalewski of DePauvy and l^nm Russ 
Marcinek. (Zalewski scored 33 points in a 
losing cause here last month. Beaver’s average

Ironically, Post’s league-leading pace was 
only eighth best in ‘state scoring. Steve 
Kreigh (Huntington) and Jimmy Rayl 
(Indiana) were near the 25 ^miiark while 
former St. Joe opponents Ken Strawn 
(Anderson) and Bill Noone (Marian) were 
hitting in the 23’s.
